WASHINGTON, DC—The nation remains 
stunned following this morning’s official 
announcement that Apathy, the listless feel¬ 
ing of never wanting to do any¬ 
thing because it doesn’t seem 
like it’s worth the effort, has cap¬ 
tured the presidency of the 
United States.

15 Year Crime Spree Ends at Texas Execution 


AUSTIN, TEXAS — Despite a three-week vigil and 
numerous protest rallies, criminal extraordinaire Carmen 
Sandiego was put to death last night by the Texas State 
Corrections Board. 

“Her crime spree is over,” said Texas Governor George 
W. Bush at a 12:15 AM 
press conference. “We can 
now be sure what we will 
never again taste her bitter 
brand of educational crime 
or have to live in the 
constant fear that one of her 
henchmen will steal a 
priceless family heirloom.”

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Sony Releases PlayStation 2 

New Console Replaces CD/DVD Player, Human Interaction

Thousands of lonely, single men aged 15-25 lined up out¬ 
side department stores two weeks ago to be the first to 
purchase Sony’s much-anticipated PlayStation 2. The 
console, which touts considerably crisper graphics, digi¬ 
tally enhanced music, and networking capabilities, is the 
ultimate in home entertainment.

Basketball Recruit Signs 4 Year, 
$10 Million Scholarship

University basketball coach Brian 
Ellerbe announced the signing of 
All-American point guard Jerome 
Hill to a four-year, ten-million-dol- 
lar scholarship in a press conference 
yesterday afternoon. 

“We’re very excited to have such 
a great athlete at such a great price,” 

Ellerbe stated. “We were really 
worried we would not be able to fit 
him under the salary cap—I mean, Jerome Hill 
um, within the athletic budget—but 
when Kevin Gaines’s scholarship got torn up, it gave us 
the numbers we needed to sign this potential superstar.” 

The scholarship has opt-out options after Hill’s fresh¬ 
man and junior years should he choose to enter the NBA 
draft or drunkenly overturn a Ford Explorer. “[The con¬ 
tract] really gives us the flexibility we need,” said David 
Falk, a “family friend.” “And it’s purely coincidental that 
I’ma famous, powerful sports agent who is speaking on 
his behalf.”

Our coaches never bought a player a plane ticket home so 
he could attend his father’s funeral like that Ohio State 
coach did a few years back. Those are serious violations, 
and the University would never stoop to such lows.” 

Hill prefers to concentrate on the positive aspects of 
his recruitment. “This is a great opportunity for me,” he 
said from his home. “I get to follow a long tradition of 
players who were choked by assistant coaches, smoked 
pot, and got into drunken brawls on 1-75 in Detroit. Other 
than maybe Cincinnati, I saw no other school with such 
an illustrious history in its basketball program.” 

In addition to basketball, Hill figures to take a rigorous 
course load. The special program he will enroll in, the 
Katzenmoyer Curriculum, was pioneered at Ohio State 
University, a noted educational establishment and the place 
where minds go to die. Prominent classes in the program 
include “Golf: Stick Hit Ball, Urg” and “AIDS Aware¬ 
ness: AIDS Is For Shit.” 

Ellerbe is impressed with Hill’s ambitious plans. “AIDS 
is something more people should be aware of,” he said. 

Despite Hill’s high national ranking, enthusiasm for his 
signing was tempered when the NCAA announced that it 
would suspend him for the first 1,000 games of his career 
for accepting 18 years of secret financial help from two 
mysterious individuals Hill has identified only as “Mom” 
and “Dad.” 
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
